Now that MrSinitham is our Mayor elect, 
and will soon be at the head of the Cor- 
poration, with the good-wishes of seven- 
tenths of the town for his Snccess, it is 
well for ns, and is only just' oh our part, 
fairly to review the past, as well as to look 
■with eager anticipation to tho future. 
During M r Goodger, 's .^rin of ofSce, a 
splendid opportunity -was thrown away of 
shewing hinlself capable of rule, and of rule 
for the public good He began by doing 
himself a* act of injustice that a whole 
year of success could not obliterate, and 
much less a year marked by uncertainty 
and a large amount of unjsopularity. 
Whatever might be the meaning of Mr 
Goodger's frequent ap|sents to the. ruto- 
jiayera, the interpretation that . all his op- 
ponents, and some of his friends, put upon 
them WHS that he held the pfEce with a 

S itating hand ; that he came up to every 
iiio question in doubt ; that he wanterl 
a support that he coidd not find in the 
office itself, or in the Council — its legal 
and natural supporter. He palsied iit the 
beginning what might have been a year of 
high achievements. Last year at this time, 
Mr Goodger’s pros[icctB were bright beyond 
aU previous example ; he was return^ by 
a majority of thirty over the opposing can- 
didate ; all the district saw him where he 
was with profound satisfaction ; tho out- 
going Mayor and every member of tho 
i^uncil, with whom it might have been 
his duty and dignity to act for the progress 
df the district, voW him to the Mayoral 
chair; expectation was on tip-toe. Un- 
fortunately, kJr Gooclger, with his own 
hand, veiled the promise and prospects 
before him— troubled the municipal year 
at the outset. While other corporations 
were growing stronger, • Cromwell wns 
gro-wing. weaker. Still, it is only fair to 
state that the responsibility incurred, for 
all this, is a divided responsibility. \Ve 
hold Mr Goodger accountable for what has i 
ha^pemxl only jnst so far as a man is ac- I 
pdWlitable for acting at the dictation ofl 
»no^)ier, instead of carrying ont „the self- ' 
iw^ated purposes of his own mind. If 
dlTHie overlapping could be pared away ■ 
till nothing is left but Mr Goodger himadf, 
his services would count foroBomethingin 
time to come. “The oak gro'ws awry 
where the mistletoe roots itselC" Cut that 
away, and you have wood for ornament 
|and use. As far as we luive had the ma- 
nagement of Mr Goodgsr in hisownywopfr 
personal self, we have not much reason to 
complain. Where he began to submit 
himself to foreign dictation — and just in so 
far as he did this, — his year of office , has 
failed to fulfil the high hopes that set in 
■with his election, and has been attended 
^h vexation to himself and pain and 
joss to others. But Mr Oowlger’s failure 
has not been the failure of proved incom- 
petence, but he has failed in a way and at 
a time that average capacity only can fail. 
The Mayoral medal has two sides, and we 
must look at both before we pronounce it 
gold or copper, or how much it possesses 
of each. Mr Goodger retires from office, 
owing tho loss of his election moro to tho 
overdont praises of a few shallow-minded 
friends than to the combined opposition of 
his many opponents ’ Mr Smitham will 
now replace his predecessor ; and, taking 
his scat with a good majority of the rati> 
payers of his way of thinking, and, we may 
hope, a Gounojl that will faii-ly repi-osent 
a large portion of the population of this 
neigliborhood, much may be dono to over- 
take the various needful works awaiting 
their prompt attention. A supply of drink- 
able water, clean enough for all the coia- 



mon uses of life, and in such nivundnuci 
shall meet all the demands of tlie inert 
ing population, will be the first thing tl 
: will claim the attention of the new Oui 
cil. All othor things done will go for i 
thing while this remnins undone. 1 
ratepayers will submit cheerfully to 
higher charge upon their lissessinent if tli 
coll be sure that the increased sum neer 
ing will he economically devoted to tl 
purpose. We may return to this snhji 
on some future occasion. In the mei 
time, lot us not lay the foundation of il 
appointmont in our own minds, and t 
minds of others; by expecting too muc 
Wo may, fairly hold our new represeutativ 
responsible for a right use of all t 
powers committed to them ; . but if 
pitch tire key too high, and insist upon ti 
whole Corjjointion tune being played o 
to match, vVithout a hitch or a jar nii 
where, we look for a miracle, and disii 
poiutiuent when it comes (and come it wil 
will he due to our extravagant demauil 
rather nioi'e than to the shortcomings i 
our representatives. Mr Smitham has u< 
pledged himself to light our town with gu 
to pave both sides of our streets, to lay o 
a whisky-tap at our back doors to run nigi 
and day, or to build an arcade on the u<’ 
per flat, but he has given us a limited i 
ventory of improvements, and we sh»l 
look to him for these and other cumt 
matters that may turn up 'as his year c 
office rolls on. A modest hegianing is besi 
whatever may bo the end thereof. 

Sincerely do we trust that the result 
Mr Snutliam’e election as Mayor will be follow 
by tbo good results he has pictured, or anti 
pated to bo gained in the future. But above 
things, to obtain a Council that will work hat 
monionsly together for the public good, it 
necesoary to elect men above tho iniluenee 
purely personal feelings. If Mr Smitham 
tains a majority who will unite with itint 
carrying out the programme . he has sketch 
out, good will arise, the benefit of .which, 
soon be perceptibly felt. Thus the election 
Cooncillora oa th» first of August next is mo: 
important, lu one sense, than the election of th 
Mayor. Let the citizens remember this fact 
We do not aay that the .Council should be 
slavish team, working one way at the diotatinj 
of any umn ; for it is desirable iu municipi 
matters— ns previously pointer! out by us son 
months ago— that an independent public spiril 
should guide the CounoiUors. But, althougl 
keenness may bo displayed in the lu-atter of th 
advooaoy of “ward”, and other interests ; -yet 
as a body, they should agree to differ, and stil 
work together haruionieuBly for the general 
good. Unfortunately, our corporate brsly has 
held two partios, (Ufferiug on personal grounds : 
tho one would not yield to the othor, and of 
oourso it was a case of " loggerheads.” All this 
can bo roraodied if the eleetors will be only imr 
tially os alert as at the election of Mr Smitham, 
Under any ciroumstonceo, it is advisable to 
crease the Conncil to six, and this can bo effected 
by a ro-divistun of warda

I Ho therefore declared Mr William Smitham to 
be duly elected Mayor of Cromwell for the en- 
, aulng municipal year. (Ohoers.) Ho trusted 
that the election of Mr Smitham would be pro- 
dnetive of goetd results to the people of Crom- 
well, and concluding by thaokiug the ratepayers 
who had voted for himself. (Applause. ) 

< Mr Snutham said he hardly knew how to ex- 
press his thanks to the ratepayers tor returning 
him by such a large majority. He might say 
that his whole energies would be devoted to the 
interests, not only of the town, but also of the 
outlying districts ; for if these prospered, the 
town would likowise prosper. * It would be his 
aim to eudeavour to retain tho eoufidence of the 
citizens, and he trusted that at the expiration of 
bis term of office they would have no reason to 
regret their choice. He tendered his sincere 
thanks to the electors for the honour they bod 
conferred upon him. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr Barry said that although he had opposed 
the election of Mr Smitham, he believed that 
gentleman would do all he had promised ; and 
if hlr Smithimi gave satisfaction during bis 
term of office, he (Mr Barry) would vote for him 
next election.

a line of railroad betwoea Balclutha and Crom- 
well (Applause.)

Tlie Enterprise Compiuy (Bond and 
party) is working at a of ilepth 1 30 feet lie* 
low tiio surface. The chiiui is sitnated on 
a terrace on tho south side of Cardrona 
Oi-eek, nearly opposite the township. It 
is worked by means of a hoi-Ko-whim, 
wbioh is ndsed soma ten or twelve foot 
above the top of tlie shaft, and furnished 
with pulleys — One at the top, tlie other at 
the bottom, Tho wash-dirt being brought 
to the surface, is then dioppcd into trucks 
and conveyed to the sluice-boxei; Two 
water-wheels are constantly kept going, in 
order to keep the claim dry — one near tlie 
abaft, and the other on the face of the 
terrace, This party deserve great credit 
for their perseverance in working the claim 
during the last two years in spite of the 
difiSculties with which they have had to 
contend. They are now, 1 believe, making 
good wages. 

Sittings of tho Resident Magistrate's 
and Warden’s Courts wore held hero yes- 
terday and to-day (19th and 20th). Many 
persons were down from the head of tlic 
^creek, and judging from the manner in 
which some of them indulged in a “ dhrop 
o’ the crathur," I should say they must be 
getting gold in considerable quautities. 
There were about thirty applicants for 
protection certi 6 cates, registration of claims, 
head and tail races, <ko. 7 besides several 
mining disputes, tliree of which had to be 
decided or settled on the respective claims. 

Sergeant CoEsels, who is now in charge 
of this station, has boen making a raid 
amongst th» Chinese gamblers. Two of 
tho delinquents — Ye Neim, a storekeeper 
here, and Jim Look — were charged, under 
the 18th clause of the Police Regulation 
Ordinance, with endeavouring to bribe the 
Sergeant. They were convicted, and wore 
fined £5 each. As I happened to be pre- 
sent in Court during the hearing of the 
charges, I am enabled to lay before your 
readers the principal facts of tbs case, as 
brought out in evidence. The Sergeant 
deposed that on Sunday, the lltb inst., he 
visited Ye Noira's store, and found several 
Chinamen gambling. He cautioned the 
storeman not to allow gambling on the 
premises, and also cautioned the others 
not to gamble. On the same day, both de- 
fendants went to him, and requested that 
he would allow them to gamble. The 
storekeeper said that he wonld make it all. 
right by giving Sergeant Cassels presonte, 
&C. The other, Jim Look, told the Ser- 
geant that he would pay him at the rate 
of £1 per week if he would allow him to 
ganxbla The game played is known by 
the name of Pan-tan. On Sunday last, 
the I 8 th, in epite of the caution they had 
received, they were again engaged at their 
favourite game ; and at about II am. the 
Sergeant made a raid on tlie gambling-sa- 
loon, and seized tho tables, together with 
the appliances for carrying on the game,, 
and all the money he could lay hands on. 
There were at least sixty or seventy China- 
men round the table at the time, and great 
was the consternation, while thick and fast 
rained the Mongolian maledictions, when 
they saw the table cleared so unoeremoiii- 
ously. But* still “John" resolved not to 
be done, aud came to the conclusion to try 
it on again. On the same evening, Ser- 
geant Cu-ssels again visited the store, and 
found the Celestials all in their glory, with 
nearly 100 persons in the room or round 
tho (able. His appearance created some 
confusion in' the ranks of the gamblei-s, 
and again he made a haul, and cleared the 
table of everything. This game I have 
mentioned has been carried on' to a groat 
extent among the Chinese here, but I tliink 
a few such lessons ns h.ave been taught 
them Sergeant Cassels will h.avo the 
ofiect of putting a stop to it, and will make 
them at least respect the Sabbath. Ye 
Neim was afterwaids charged with permit- 
ting gambling in his store ; and Jim I<ook 
and another, named Ah Yin, with gam- 
bling. All three admitted the ofTenee, but 
pleaded hard to be lot off, saying that tho 
Chinese were allowed to gamble in alt 
other parts of the province, us, for instance, 
at Tuapeka, Hogburu, Alexandra, ic. In 
these cases, Mr Beetham reserved his de- 
cision, as the informations were laid under 
tho Yugi’ant Act, which gives no power to 
inflict a fine ; the penalty must be impri- 
sonment Resident Magistrate’s aud W.ar- 
den’s Conns are held here regularly six 
times a year. The' snow-clad Crown Range 
deters our worthy Magistrate from making 
liLS appearance, and he is always up to 
time.

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Tlje commorcuil (lopretBion which ixt pre- 
sent oxiBtB thfoii’hoiit the wholo of New 
ZeaUml, although nceoriiuig to aUftOCOunta 
loss felt iu Otago than in tlio othei' pvo- 
vuxoes, is sufficiently severe to call for se- 
vioua consideration, in order that the. suh- 
ject may ho discuased, and, if possible, 
that means may be devised for bringing 
about a more prosperous state of things. 
There is no denying the fact that trade is 
worse in Otago at the present time than it 
has been for many years past; and if, ns is 
asserted, it is worse in the other provinces, 
the picture is gloomy indeed. Reducing 
the staff and salaries of employfs is now 
not uncommon in tlio wholes^ile houses iit 
Dunedin, and economy in all branches of 
business is being rigidly practised j in fact, 
it is absolutely necesaary, in order to coun- 
teract the baneful effects ol the depression 
existing, and to enable business men to 
meet their engugements. Speaking of 
economy reminds me of a rather good thing 
I heard the other day, which deserves chro- 
nicling. A friend of mine happened to bo 
down on the jetty a short time back, and 
heard a conversation between the captain 
and a part-owner of one of the inter-pi'O- 
vineiiil ste;xmevs — the latter gentleman well 
known in commercial circloa, hax'ing for- 
merly boen manager of a bank in Dunedin. 
Says the cx-banker, “ Captain, I have just 
been looking over the butcher’s bills. Your 
men seem to consume a very large cpiian* 
tity of meat.” — “ Well, sir,” says the cap- 
tain, “you must remember they have long 
houre and hard work. Some of them eon 
eat as much a.s 41ba of meat a day.” — 
“ Whttt !” cried the astounded steamboat 
, proprietor ; “ show ma the man that eats 
41bs of meat iu a day, and I'll dischirge 
him at once 1” The captain confd not help 
smiling at the look of mingled incredulity 
and astonishment depicted on the counte- 
nance of his economical employer, and, 
catching sight of a broad grin on the face 
of my friend, ho hurst out laughing, and 
left the irate gentleman protesting against 
the employment of men with such vora- 
cious appetites. No doubt you residents 
of our country towns feel the ilopresaion 
quite as much as we do in the city, and 
have your own fears and doubts about be- 
ing able to meet “those little matters on 
the 4tb,” and your own struggles and 
senipings to make both ends meet. How 
to establish a more prosperous state of af- 
fairs is a subject fraught with interest to 
all chissea of the coinnumity, and which 
the newspapers, as a rule, have not taken 
up and discussed as they should have done 
— at any rate until lately ^ for the recent 
publication of the Colonial Treasurer’s 
fiancial statement and colonization sclietne 
has had the effect of calling attention to 
the matter. I have not, lika Millar, F.S. A., 
digested this very elaborate ministerial 
scheme “ line by line,” but I have perused 
it very carefully, and I certainly do think 
it is a project which would most surely and 
Irretrievably ruin tho colony if it were 
curried out. No doubt we should have 
prosperity for a few years, while works of 
such magnitude as tlwse jiroposed were in 
coui-SB of fornjation ; but after their com- 
pletion would come such a period of utter 
slaguation, and this in a country taxed be- 
yond ail precedent, as would result in po- 
verty and misery among the loxvei ohisses, 
and a corresponding straitening in, the in- 
comes of those in a higher position of life, 
compared with which the present depressed 
state of affairs might be culled a period of 
peace and plenty. The Treo.surer lays 
great stress on his expressed opinion that 
tlie immense network of railsvays, which 
he purposes constnicting with a large por- 
tion of this £10,000,000 loan, will bo a 
reproductive work. 'VYehavo tho examples 
of many other new colonies before us to 
show that this is a failacious idea. For 
years railways in nearly all now colonies 
barely pay their working c-xpensss, , with- 
OTit leaving any suiplua whatever for the 
p.xyment of interest on tho immenso suras 
of money borrowed for their coustruotion ; 
and to iiiiiigiiie for one moment that New 
Zealand, with its limited population, woidd 
be any exception to tho nilo, is absurd. 
Immigration, to the large extent sugoosted 
in the scheme, would also prove luirtful in 
tile liiglicst degree. No doubt to a certain 
e.xtont immigration is wanted — a small, 
though regular, inqiortatiou of sober, in- 
dostrions farm-labourers and domestio ser- 
vants, for instance ; but to swamp the co- 
lony indiscriminately with all classes, and 
let them take their chance — a very small 
ono — of olAiining einployinont, would be 
both impolitic and cruel. It is sincorely 
to be hope<l that when tho division takes 
placo in the AasemMy on this gigantic 
scheme, created iu tho fertile and iinagina- 
tive brain of the lion. Julius Vogel, tho 
“ Noes” will carry the day. Tho Port 
Chalmora railway has not yet been coin- 
nienccd, although I understand that it will 
not bo tong before a stprt is made with it. 
Tim works in connection with this lino 
will, r lieliovo, absorb nearly all the sur- 
plus lalior in tho provinco. Let us hopo 
that the work will nnt bo delayed much 
longer, for it will relievo tlic iiressiiig no- 
cesailiiea of many who are nt present living 
in the direst poverty and wvotcliedness ; 
that there are mich is only ton well known, 
nolwithstaiidiiig the iinwillingneas of bur 
rulers and "aristocracy" to admit the 
truth of tho fact.

Jlining matters iu this district aro in a 
highly satisfactory condition, • There is 
plenty of water for- the sluicing claims, 
and all connected with that branch of 
mining are busily and profitably employed. 
In Pipeclay Gully liovoral p,arties are tun- 
nelling, and, BO far as 1 can loam, thoir 
average returns are satisfactoiy. A miner 
working there met with u rich patch two 
or three weeks ago. Ho is one of three 
brothers who Imvo been ior some time 
engaged bringing in a race, and who only 
recently started sluicing. TJioy have had 
the name of being lucky in their mining 
speculations, and the find I have mentioned 
was no e.xceptiou, lor they netted the 
splendid return of eighty ounces for one 
week’s woik.^Ou the Dsep Lead, Messi-s 
Rintoul aud party have got their shaft 
down ninety-six feet, and have mot with a 
very good pros(X)Ct iu four feet of wash- 
dirt. The party are getting timber placed 
on tlio ground for a whim, which it is ex- 
pected will shortly be voixdy for working. 

Should the projected race be brought in 
from Coal Creek, it will be a great and 
permanent benefit to the district. There 
is in this locality an unlimited extent of 
auriferous ground, and water is only re- 
quired in oi-der to make it highly roimi- 
neriilive ; but the water must be taken 
from a much higher level than the present 
aoiirces of supply. This is a field the 
Government ought to ■ subsidise with a 
grant of money for the construction of a 
large water-race. Such an undertaking 
would, if properly carried out, amply repay 
any outlay incurred. A more promising 
field for tho investment of capital, or one 
that would give speedier and more remu- 
nerative returns, does not exist in Otago j 
but I am sorry to sayv-jj^ always 

been passed over, and with the exception 
of a few hundred pounds spent in making 
the Nexus road, nothing has been done by 
the Government all has been left to pri- 
vate enterprise. 

Speaking of the road, I may state that 
it is in very bad condition, being almost 
iarpassable for waggons, aiul it staiicls in 
need of thorough repair. Mr Simpson has 
done h'is best for the roads in the district, 
but without funds it is impossible to carry 
out the improvoments so much reqiiii-ed. 
It is the duty of our representatives in tho 
Provincial Cjuncil to .see tltat a sufficient 
sum is placed on the Estimates annually 
for the maintenance of this road, One 
storekeeper hero buys as much as 1500 oza. 
of gold annually, the duty on which would 
be amply sufficient to keep the road- in 
good repair. The same person has himself 
worked for days together, with his own 
horses and dray, rapiiring the approaches 
to his own place,- in order to enable wag- 
gons to unload at the store, 

I was much astonished tho other day to 
iKim that this thriving gold-field has never 
yet been officially proclaimed, and , tliat, 
consequently, the miners have no protec- 
tion, but are at the mercy of tho ruiiholder. 
They cannot run a horse, or even a gnat, 
without fii-st obtaining permisBion. This 
is a state of things that ought not to exist. 

LAND BETWEEN THE BLUFFS. 

The Arrowtown correspondent of t!m 
Lake Whkalip ^faU states that “ tho miners 
living upon the banks of tho Kawarau 
River, between tho Nevis and Arrow 
Bluffs, feel moat aggrieved at the proposed 
throwing open for agricultural settlement 
of the land in their locality." A petition 
to his Honor tho Superintendent, praying 
that he will “ cause proper enquiries to he 
made into their case before withdrawing 
such a large area of ground frem the ope- 
rations of tho gold-miner,” is said by the 
same authority to be “ obtaining universal 
signature." Tho reasons alleged by the 
petitioners against the alienation of the 
land from mining purpose.s are as follow : — 
“ That the whole of the land proposed 
to ho thrown Ojieu is highly auriferous, and 
that from the river-bauk to the terraces 
thoro is at least three thousand acres 
adapted for mining purposes. That with 
the knowledge of this, a largo amount of 
capital has been invested in the construc- 
tion of xvnter-races, some of xvhieh uto com- 
pleted, and in full xvork, wiiile olhoi-s are 
in course of construction. That four water- 
races — already com])loted from the Deep 
Creek, and which bring in thirty heads of 
■water— ware oonslructed at a costof £6000, 
and they afford employment to at lei»st 
forty minci-8, Tliat a company, known as 
the 0.-xmhrian Company, are now engaged 
constructing a race from Doolan’s Creek to 
this place, to carry twenty heads of water, 
which race, when completed, will be eight 
miles in length, and— from the difficult 
nature of the “ rock' cuttings”— will cost 
at least £5000. That it la the be- 

lief of your petitiouoi-s that a very exten- 
sive gold-field exists hero, and when the 
water-races now in course of eonstriiclioii 
are completed, they will afford employment 
to at least ono hundred men in addition to 
tlio nuniher already employed. That your 
petitioners believe that the land projjcised 
to be throxvn open is not good agricultural 
lami, and that, were it even oecupded by 
ngrioulturistH, great liarin would result to 
your petitioners, who, in consO(|uunce, 
woiiM be compelled to so limit tlieir opera- 
tions tliat their labor would ceaao to bo re- 
inuiierativo.”

A promising young fiction writer, Mr 
Iloury Walstab, of Brighton, Victoria, has 
met with n sudden death by droxvning. lie 
was missed on 'Thursday night, from the 
house nt whieh ho was visiting at Brighton, 
and was seen subsequently walking on tho 
pier at about midnight.- Yesterday morn- 
ing, at about half past one o’clock, Tiiomas 
Henry, a fisherman, found his dead body, 
floating close to tho beach, near the railway 
station and pier. , The face was inueh 
bruised by the lew rucks on xvhich tho body 
had evidently been - beaten by the waves. 
Tile deceased was in tho habit of walking 
very late at night gn tho pier, and, as lie 
was very short-sighted, it is supposed that 
lie unwittingly — perhaps while in a fit of 
abstraction — walked over the edge, and 
was droxvned. Ho was, as a writer of fic- 
tion, a contributor to the Avxlralian Jour^ 
TuU, under the signature of “ Hal,” and his 
writings are said to have shown much ta- 
lent and power. He xvas a bmther to tho 
more widely known Mr G. A. Walstab, tho 
journalist, and author of “ Hareourl Dar- 
rell," “ Confessed nt Last,” and other 
novels. He was unmarried, and aged 34, 

The Australian bunyip, like the Atiiei-i- 
can sea-serpent, is always obliging enough 
to make its aiipearance when things are 
rather dull, and curroiit topics somewhat 
scanty and nniiiterestiug, and also — and 
this is a peculiar piece of considenition — 
wlien the Season of the year does not alfurd 
the snake incidents whieh country journal- 
ist-sso love to chronicio.

The body was soily, 
like the crocodile’s ; tlio fore-limlis long, 
the talons about ten times as large as a 
Bengal tiger’s.” 'They saw all this very 
minutely “through the darkness,” the 
light being iirohahly supplied by tlie “eye- 
ball of fire,” As “ the rix'er coiitimied to 
rise, tlie bunyip held more tenaciously to 
the tree, and grinded his teeth oocisioimlly, 
as if in fear or danger. Once he lashed 
his tail, and on striking the water the 
sound was like n diminutive sound of Nia- 
gara. The river still rose, but a limb stop- 
ped the monster from craxvling up further. 
There w.-is a struggle to get higher, but his 
efforts brought doxvn the tree xvhidi he 
was clasping right over him, and both 
seemed to float quietly doxvn the Mac- 
quarie.”

Ooimtiy settlers need no longer complain 
of the iiu|)osBibiIity of getting their pro- 
diico to market. Bad roads, or distance 
from a portage, neqd no. longer nppal the 
struggling farmor, for sciontifio invention 
has come to tho rescue, and a species of 
traction engine has been patented by Mr 
R. W. Thompson, of Edinburgh, xvhich will 
draxv from six to twenty -five tons over the 
softest roads at from throe to twelve miles 
an hour, rim over grass fiohls, turn in les-s 
space than horses, and carry its oxvn fuel 
and xvater. - For £500 an engine can be 
purchased xxiliich xvill draxv eight tons at 
the rato of two and a half to six miles an 
hour ; while for doiiblo that supi, a thirty- 
five horso-iiowor i-ngino fiiay ^ obtainoil, 
cai>ahle of drawing a weight of twenty-five 
tons up the same gradient and at tlie same 
speed. The groat drawback in all previous 
tractioa engines h.a» been their extreme 
weight and liability to breakage. In run- 
ning on soft roads the ordinary traction 
engine has constantly become “ hoffgeil,” 
or has moved along so laboriously as to 
renuer it of no practical advantage over 
horses; while on hard roads the weight of 
tho engine itself, and the shocks experi- 
enced by tho machinery, caused frequent 
breakages, and cnt up the roads fearfully. 
Bat m Mr Thompson's engine these defects 
are entirely absent. It runs with equal 
ease over hard and paved streets without 
jolting, over soft roads without sinking, 
over muddy^ roads without slipping, and 
over ploughed fields, upon ice and frozen 
snow, and through loose sand. It is small 
and tight, and easily manageable. Indeed 
in Paris one of these engines ran for weeks 
■with one of tho great Yeraailles omnibuses 
attached to it, carrying fifty passengei-s. 
It xvent up a paved street beside the “ Tro- 
cadero,” where the gradients are one in 
nine ; it crossed the Round Point at hours 
when it was thronged -with vehicles and 
equestrians; and in the beautifnlly-level 
Paris streets, it easily attained a i^ieell of 
twelve miles an hour. Another road 
steamer was used on the sands at Porto- 
liollo, where it ran at the rate of ten miles 
an hour, in the midst of a torrent of rain ; 
and at Aberdeen a five-ton road engine 
dragged out a txxrenty-ton load, cUmbing a 
gradient of one in twenty, in single gear. 
The enipne c.m bo employed equally well 
in ploughing, carrying manure, reaping, 
raoxving, or taking produce t« market.. 
Blit wo will give a fexv more instances of 
tho extraordinary poxi'ers of Thonqxson’s 
Road Engine. At Edinburgh, a, six-ton 
engine was attached to four huge waggons 
filled xvith pig iron, and altogether weigh- 
ing tliirty-four tons, which it drew with 
the greatest ease from the foot of Granton' 
Road, .with inclines of one in eighteen to 
oue in twenty-five. Arrived at the top, 
it tiiraed with its train in the road itself, 
and ran hack again. Another road .steamer 
conveyed a party of gontlemen from Gran- 
ton to Leith, a distance of two milhs and 
three-quarters, in twenty-one minutes and 
a-half. Another six-ton road steamer is 
employed regularly between Aberdeen and 
the Ecttock flour mills, its duty being to 
carry a load of ton tons along a strip of 
narrow, crooked, and greasy road, up and 
doxvn inclines of one in nine to one in 
seven and a half. Tho engine makes four 
trips daily, and the whole consoraption of 
coal each clay is barely lialf-a-tou. The 
Thompson Road Engine owes ail its facili- 
ties, and its exemption from thh disabilities 
of other traction engines, to one device, as 
simple as it is ofHcacious. The wheels, 
which are of great width, aro surrounded 
by tires of vulcanised india-nibbor. These 
thick brnds of indin-mbbor enable the 
road steamer to float over the surface of 
the ground without the slightest damage, 
xvhlle they likexvise protect the machinery 
from .all concussion. , Tho intervention of 
the elastic tires between the wheel and the 
road acts, in fact, in the same way on the 
roadway as if the engine were running 
over a tramway of india-rubber. To prove 
hoxv small is the crushing-power between 
the surface of the road and the outer edge 
of the wheels, bits of coal, potatoes, carrots; 
&o., were place:! in the path of tlie engine, 
and after it h.ad passed over them they- 
Tvei-e picked up uncrushed. 

The road steamer is exceedingly firm and 
compact. It runs on three wheels, two 
hu ge ones, and a smaller one in front. The 
india-rubbor tires for the three wheels of a 
ten-horso power engine weigh 14cwt., and 
the tires are guarded by flexible shields, 
formed of open steel bars, which give an 
excellent bite or hold ii|>on the ground ; 
and while they do not in anyway interfere 
xvith tho elastic play of the india-rubber, 
tlioy afford such protection to it as to ren- 
der it virtually indeatriictiblo. The shields 
are raoveablo, and are not iised for driving 
over snow, an on such sm-faces iron will 
not bite. In running through sand, also,

On'tlie 27th April, Mr Walpole, on a 
motion,for going into Committee on tho 
bill Jpr'iogulisiug marriage with a deceased 
wifufs.siatur, moved a resolution to tho effect 
that it was expedient to alter the lawof mar- 
riage, which bad existed in this country 
from time inimcinoiial, as to tho degrees 
of kindred and affinity within which mar- 
riages are permitted, until Parliament had 
considered tho whole question whether de- 
grees of affinity should be put on a different 
footing from tho correspondent degreeo of 
consanguinity. Tho hen. moniber con- 
tended that mavrmgc witii a deceased wife’s 
sister was, aceoixling to tho highest autho- 
rities, as illegal and as improper as marriage 
with a mother or a ditughter, and in view 
of the strong prejudice which existed 
throughont tho country against the mea- 
sure, it would be necessary for its pro- 
moters to make' out an exceptionally strong 
case before the House would bo justified 
in adopting It. — Mr Gladstone commended 
Mr Chambers for the wise discretion which 
he had shown when drawing up the Bill, 
in carefully avoiding interference with the 
laws dr hye-l.aws of any religious com. 
munity, and merely asking the House to 
establish a rule whereby, for civil purposes, 
the contraction of certain marriages might 
be peinaitted. He had taken a practical 
view of tho matter, and, in tlie opinion of 
the right bon. gentleman, he had with him 
the support of both facts and justice. Mr 
Gladstone hoped hon. members would not 
permit themselves to be influenced by the 
narrow considerations of class, but would 
consider how the present condition of tho 
law affected the whole community. It 
was, he thought, their <luty to do away 
with a prohibition which was not ade- 
quately sustained by the public conscience 
and conviction, and the removal of which 
had, on almost every occasion wlien oppor- 
tunity ofl'ered, received the sanction of a 
majority of the representatives of the peo. 
pie. — Mr Beresford Hope strongly opposed 
the Bill, and stated his belief that if it 
passed, the legalisiition of the marrisige of 
nieces wit’n uncles and of aunts with 
nephews would follow at no distant date. 
— Earl Percy having opposed the bill, and 
Mr Meily and Mr Denison spoken in. its 
favour. Sir Roundeil Palmer iristanoed as 
showing the lack of settled principle in the 
bill, that it proposed to legalise marriage 
with a deceased wife’s sister, but not mar- 
riage with a deceased Imsband’s brother. 
He protested, in tlie Interests of law and 
society, against the bill, the more espooialiy 
with regard to its retrospective character. 

• — Mr Chainbar.S, in replying, stilted that 
the principle of the bill had been affirmod 
by tho House in tbirty-tliree divisions ; a 
fact wliich, ho said, accounted for tlio ab- 
sence of fresh arguments in that particular 
debate. — After some remarks from Jlr 
CoUins the House divided, when 184 were 
recorded in favour of going into Coimnitteo 
on the bill, and 114 against the motion. 
Tho House then wont iuto Committco, 
when Mr J. G. Talbot immediately moved 
the rejection of the retrospective portion of 
the hilt, but was defeated by 177 votes 
against 90, The bill then passed through 
Committee, Mr Collins intimating that at 
a future "stage nnotlief attempt would bo 
made toelimiuato tlie retrospective clauses 
of the bill. 

A cashier named Tas.sius, nowin cn.stody 
in Paris for embezzling tho sum of 
2,000,000fr. from his employers, MM. do 
Rothschild, lias given before the examining 
Judge an account of the circumstance under 
which his frauds commenced. About ten 
yeai-s back, while in pecuniary difiiculty, 
he borrowed from tho funds with which 
he ■was entrusted a sum of .5000fr. or 
GOOOfr. ; this ho hoped to replace a little 
later. Dr Beckers called on Ta-ssius and 
asked him for a loan of a considerable 
amount. The cashier at first refused, de- 
cl.aring that he himself was embarrassed 
for money. “I must b:u-o it,” insisted 
Beckers, “ or I will dononnee you.” 

" Where am I to get it 1” “ Where you 
got the other, parbleu 1” Tasslus, finding 
himself in tho other's power, advanced the 
sum ; tho loan was followed by otbers, and 
Beckers at last persuaded tbo cashier to 
g.amble On the Bourse to make up the 
deficit. Their speoulations were unsucce,s- 
ful, and the abyss becoming wider, the 
catastrophe at length arrived. A contem- 
porary says': — “ The strange thing in these 
great cases of embezzlement is that such ' 
laage defalcations as those of Tasslus, or of 
Redpath and Higgs in England, should re- 
niain undiscovered foryoara. ‘Eook-mak- 
ing,’ wo believe, claims for itsolf all the ac- 
curnoy of a science, but it would seem that 
tho art of book-keeping must still be in its 
infancy. Under any proper system of au- 
diting and balancing, sucii gigantic and 
systematic frauds a-s those of Tassius 
ought, we should think, to be an jinpoasi- 
bility.”

TIio highly important system of telo- 
graphio communication for connecting the 
colonics of Australia with India, , Europe, 
America, and other parts of tho world, by 
■way of Ceylon, is in a fair way of boing es- 
tablished by tho Eastern Oceanic Telegraph 
Company, before the close of the year 
1871. The peculiar and commanding ail- 
viuitage of this route consists in its short- 
ness, as any other must make a long de- 
tour, whilst it is also tho most direct from 
Australia to. England. Proposals have 
been made to the Australian Governments 
to connect Adelaide with tlie Indian ' tele- 
I gi-apbio system at Pointnle-GaHe, which 
ofier, it is supposed, will bo accepted. 
Ovei-tnres have also been made to the 
Dutch Government for independent wires 
to be used entirely for Australian messages, 
and to bo worked by European-s. Tho di- 
rcetoi's of the Eastern Oceanic Company 
have nlre.ady received jiroposids for the 
construction of their cables and wires. 
E.xpcrienco having proved that submaiine 
communication is the most rapid and direct, 
the company will lay cables from Ceylon 
to Adelaide, with tho exception of short 
aerial lines from Perth to King George’s 
Sound, and from Adelaide to the e;ist end 
of tho great Australian Bight. The Colo- 
nial Governments have, fully recognised 
tlie desirableness of tho route of the East- 
ern Oceanic or western line by deciding to 
supplement tho income. The guarantee is 
not likely to bo demanded, a-s, freiu the 
niirabor of messages calculated by the co- 
lonial authorities, it is estimated that 
after the deduction of working expenses 
and rcsorvo fund, the onteiqirise will pay 
18 per cent. Tbo Eastern Ooeauie Com- 
pany hiivo decided at starting to charge £3 
10s for a message of twenty words from 
any part of Austr.iiia to England, with the 
probability of I’oliioing the tariff’ as the 
amount of business inc'i-oases. It is a sin- 
gular fact that Brisbane would save from 
three to four hundred miles and Sydn-'y 
one thousand miles, by telegraphing over 
the Eastern Oceanic or Western route, as 
compared with tlio Northern line, by way 
of 'Timor ; tho fonnor will bo composed of 
nearly all submarine cables, with short 
aerial lines on the Australian continent ; ' 
while the latter paases sovor.il thousands of 
miles over land and water, and through 
, foroigii counti'io,H. Land lines have proved 
I the chief cause of delay iu the transmission 
of telegraphic coinmunications, from thoir 
boing — esjicci.ally the foreljpi ones — so fre- 
quently out of oi-dor. With the Nortliom 
and Western routes, the Colonies will bo 
amplv supplied with telegraphic communi- 
cation for many years to come. 

The Young Australian left for Bris- 
bauo on May 12, with some 200 emigrants, 
and tho Flying Cloud will sail from Liver- 
pool bn May 25, with about double the 
number tor Rockham]iton and Marybo- 
I rough. . The next vesssl following her will 
start from Plymoiitii. The new Queens- 
land Immigration Act, as iiir.asrean lie 
judged, is not likely to be^u as much fa- 
vour boro as the old one. The Alonavcli 
leaves for Oantorbiivy on May 25, with 
some 200 cmigi'anis, and will bo followed 
on Jul.v 24) by the Merop,;, 'a new ship now 
building in tbo Clydo. The next emigrant 
vessel for Canterbury will bo the Zea- 
hindia, and, after her, .an emigrant ship 
will sail regularly every six weeks. The 
Emigrants’ Aid Corporation are not doing 
much, and many persons think' that their 
oxistcncB will soon tormiuato altogotlier, 
believing their projects iiniiracticable and 
u topian. The W ostora Empiro starts from 
Plymouth to Melbourne on May 25, with 
374 passengers ; and tho Colonial Empire 
follows her on June 20, with about 400.

The Anglo'^Austrulian (writing in tho 
Eiiropoan says;— “Tho affected 

Spartiin sternness . of Loi’d Giunvillo, in 
denying pecuniary aid to Now Zealand in 
her distress) has lit last snccunibcd to tho 
persevering arguments of Messra Feiitlier- 
ston and Bell, and these gentlciiicn may 
bo coiigratulateil on liaving obtained a vic- 
tory. Tlio Qovorunioiit having consoated 
to waive tho principle of refusing aguaran- 
teo to a colonial loan, it was miserable 
statemanshipto quan-olwlietlicr the amount 
should bo a million or half-million. Vet 
haggling on' this point was pei-sistcd in. by 
Lord Granville up to the last moment. 
The Commissioners refused to entertain the 
offer of a guarantee of half a million, but 
consented to forward the proposiil of this 
minor amount to their Government, which 
they (lid by telegram on May 11, in order 
to overtake tho steamer at Galls. Lord 
Granville agreed subsequently to concede 
tho guarantee of a uiillioa, on condition 
that half should bo spent in tbo construe' 
tion of roads, so as to give, amongst other 
thin gs, employment to tho friendly Maoris ; 
and tlie other half for immigration pur- 
poses. Tho fact is that his loi-dsbip found 
out that the Commissioners were in ear- 
nest, and that the talk about submitting 
an vltiinatum of 'assistance or scparatioi;i of 
New Zealand from tbo mother country was 
not all moonsliina. Messrs Fcatlierstoii 
and Bell were tf— he seen smiling and happy 
at the Stato Ball at Buckingham Palace 
on May 17; and thus ends this ‘strange, 
eventful history’ !” 

The subject of the new mail routes to 
tlio Australian colonies has been natur- 
ally oxeiting ranch interest and speculation. 
The Postmaster-General recently received 
a memorial signed by most of the leading 
establislimeuts connected with Australia 
an 1 Indiaj in favour of the Brindisi route. 
Mr Purdy has been writing strongly in the 
Times in support of the superior claims, on 
the whole, of the Suez over all other routes.

Zealand on the morning of Friday, May 
13, «t« Brindisi, being usually delivered 
on the Saturday. That route is generally 
ojasidored a great success, as it allows se- 
veral days’ longer time to reply to letters. 
There is not much confidence as yet in the 
now San Francisco Hue, for the steamei-s 
I employed are eomsidered too small, and nh- 
ndapted for the pnvposo, so that there is no 
reliance felt on their regularity and punc- 
tuality. Tbo very first vessel of the Co.n- 
pany, for instance, that reached San Fran- 
cisco oh M.ay 5, was five days behind her 
stipulated time. It Is quite certain that 
for the present only duplicate correspon- 
doiice will be sent by this line. The other 
company proposing the through route, via 
Milford Haven and Portland, have not yet 
got thoir capital together. In their pro- 
spectus, they state that they will complete 
the whole journey to Sydney in forty days, 
b'at this is obviously an iinder-estimato, 
and forty-four at the very least will jiro- 
bably bo rerptired. From Sydney to San 
Francisco, including tho detention for call- 
ing, would take twenty-eight days (rcokon- 
iug ton knots an hour ns the sjicod of the 
steamers), thence to Portland six, wlience 
to Milford Haven w-ould demand, on an 
average, not less tlam ten. 

p'roiii Orleans, in Franco, a frightful 
case of parricide and matricldo is reported. 
In tho comiinmo of Cvavant, near that 
city, a young man named Theopilo Pied- 
noif, who has boeii epiliplic from a child, : 
went to Ills mother’s bod in the night . 
time, and out her to places with a hatchet. ; 
He aftei'wiirds killed his father, who was 
sleeping in another room, with tho same 
•weapon. He then wont to tho house of 
his fatlior-in-law, who, scoing tlnit he was 
in a state of oxcitomout, recoramondel him 
to go to bed. Tills he did, without saying 
a word of wlut had happened ; but, before 
going, bo covcied bis father’s body 'with 
'straw. Ho was arrested, made a Confes- 
sion, and was taken to the Orleans prison. 

Tlie Tribunal Corroctionnel of Paris, on 
tho Gtli May, disposed of the case of Lor- 
mina, who at a vcceiit public meeting road 
a protended judgment in the name of tho 
Froncli people, convicting tho Emperor 
Napoleon of uumorous crimes against tlio 
Stito, and comlomning him to hard labor for 
life ns a fitting penalty for bis nntriorons 
misdeeds. The trial was of brief duration, 
the accused admitting that bo bad prepared 
and read tho dociiniciit. Tbo Court, after 
a speech from the Avocat Imperial, pro- 
nomiced a sentence of two yeais’ imprison- 
ment and 10,000fr. line. 
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THE LATB CHARLES DICKENS. 

— o — 

Amongst tbo itoiiis of tolegrapliio nows 
from England wjll be found tbu aiimninci!- 
nieiit of the death of a man wlniso iiamo is 
ns familiar to the inliabitaiits of New Zea- 
land as ‘‘ bonselioUl wimis.” ’The mitliui' 
wliodcpictod tile eceenlvicities of a Weller,' 
the sorrows of Jattlu Null, the blighted 
condition oi a Ewivoller, tho aspirations of 
a Gappy, tbu death' of ’.Hull boinhey, tho 
’iimbloncss of !i lieep, ami tho resigiiatiou 
of a Micawber, is no more, Charles 
Dickens, whose name for years luiil years 
has been so familiar to all of ns, is dead — ■ 
dead, like William Makepeace Tiiaokoray, 
just as be was comiiioiicing to add imotlier 
to the long list of bis works. Fifty-eight 
years ago, at Landport, Portsi noutli, Charles 
Dickens was born, llis father was a eierk 
in the Navy I’ay-officc, and upon retiring 
on a pension, obtained nn eiigiigeiiiout to 
rei>ort debates iu I’avllimeiit, and eveii- 
tiinily became attached to the Ck'ordcle. 
It is not known where Charles Dickens 
acquired his educsition, but as a young man 
we find him as a reporter on an ultra- 
Liberal paper, the True Sun. From tlio 
staff of the I'l-ue Swt. ho passed to the 
Morning C'hronieta as n reporter, and his 
reports wore distinguished by cleariies.s, 
vigour, and extreme exactness. The office 
of reporter was too narrow for the mind of 
tho future novelist, and ho wrote a few 
tales and sketches that appeared in a 
magazine of the day. He next wrote tho 
” Sketolies by Boz” in the evening edition 
of the Morning Chroniele, under the title 
of “ Sketches of English Life and Cbarao- 
ter.” They at once attracted much notice, 
and were reprinted in 1836 .and 1837 in 
two volnmes, illustrated by Mr G. Cruik- 
shank, and puhtished by Mr Marone. 
About tho same time ho wrote a comic 
opera, entitled “’The Village Coquettes.” 
The merits of the “Sketches by Boz” 
caught tho attention of one of the firm of 
Chapman k Hall, who proposed that Mr 
Dickens, then twenty-five or twenty-six 
yeara old, should write, in monthly num- 
bers, a sporting nOvel to illustrate certain 
sketches by Seymour. Tho offer was ac- 
cepted — and “ Pickwick ” avas the result. 
Mr Seymour's death by his own hand 
changed the cliaraeter of the novel, leaving 
Dickens free to follow up his own ide'as. 
Hftblot Brown, tbeii a young artist, who 
had, ab seventeen ycaia of age, gainccl a 
prize for a capital etcliiug of John Gilpin, 
supplied the place of Seymour. “ Nicholas 
Nickleby ” was the next production, which 
apjieared in shilling numbers uniform with 
“ Pickwick. ” Dickens next edited Tmiley's 
Misediam/, and in February, 1837, ap- 
peared the first instalment of “ Oliver 
Twist,” illustrated by Cruiksbank. In 
1840, he attempted a periodical paper, in- 
tended to bring him more often in contact 
with his many readers. After two or three 
little tales, he abandoned his purpose, and 
plunged into the longer tale of the “ Old 
Curiosity Shop,” which, when finished,. was 
followed by “ Biu-naby Rudge,” a talo illus- 
trative of the Gordon Riots, About the 
same time appeai’ed Mr Dickens's “ Me- 
moirs of Joseph Grimiddi,” tbo celebrated 
clown. In the year L842 Mr Dickens 
visited America, and on liis return pub- 
lished his “American Notes,” which were 
received in tlie country they described 
with a storm of disapproval. Iu 18'43 he 
turned his trip to the Now 'V\''orld to ac- 
count to himself by writing “ Martin Chuz- 
zlewit.” The year 18-13 saw the first of 
his Christmas books, viz., the “ Christmas 
Carol,” and which was followed by “ Tho 
Chimes,” in 1845 ; “ The Cricket on the 
Hea-rtli,” 1846; “The Battle of life,” 
1847’; and “The Haunted Man, or the 
Ghost's Bargain,” iu 184.8. In 1845 Mr 
Dickens st.artod the Dedbj News, a 'veekly 
newspaper, wiiicli ap|ieared.ou the 21st of 
January of that year, price 2.1d ; but tlio 
iiflair WO.S a partial failure. Silent for 
some tirao after “ Martin Oliuzzlowitt” had 
been completed, Dickens next, in 184i-4o, 
published “ Domliey and Sou,” whicll rvas 
followed by “ David Coppertiekl, ” in 
1849-.50. “Bleak House” made its ap- 
pearaiico in 1855, and “ Little Dorrit” in 
1856. “A Tale of Tivo Cities,” “Tlio 
Uiieoinmercial TravoH'cr,” and “ Great Ex- 
pcctation.s,” were reprinted from Ail llte 
} earRonml In 1850, Mr Dickens stavtixl 
Ilonsehoki irords, a cheap literary miscel- 
lany, and, owing to a dispulo between him 
and bis publishers, brought it to a conelii- 
siou iu 1859. He thou esLabiished Alt the 
Year liowul. which lie conducted until a 
few years ago, and which is now edited by 
his sou. In May, 1864, tho first number 
of “Our Mutual Friend” appeared. In 
1868, Mr Dickens piroccoilod to America, 
and, making his peace with tho onlightciiod 
citizens, gave readings, by which lie rea- 
lised about .£40,000. On bis return to 
Euglaiid, lie contimind his readings to 
crowded audicnce.s at Rt. Jamcs'-ball. Iu 
tho beginning of the jircsent year, lie bid a 
pathetic farewell to bis bcai'Oi’S, stating 
tlinl lie would not oeafie his roiafions wiUi 
the public ; and in April, 1870, ap'peared 
tbo first number, containing five cbiiptor.s, 
of “ Tho Mystery of Edwin Drood.’’ Tlio 
work hc.ars evidciico of gicat promise, but 
Fate willed that it never should bo com- 
Jileted; and, .as in tho case of “ Denis 
Duvi'.t,” thero will only be a fragment left 
to tbo world of the' author's hist work. 
Two sons of the late Jlr C. Dickens arc at 
present in Australia, being rnguged in pas-, 
torai pmsuits. — Melliourne Tdegniph.,.
